Chicago, March 19.—The two repre- 


sentatives of the union packing house 
employes, accompanied by executives of 
nine other unions signatories to the war 
time arbitration agreement in the pack- 
Ing industry today were on their way to 
Washington to meet with " represent- 
atives of the packers before Secretary 
Davis of the department of labor next 


• Monday. 
Ballots of the employes at 
packing centers throughout the country 
received up to today showed a vote of 
44,799 tp 618 in favor of a strike if the 
union leaders fail to obtain revision of 
the packers recently instituted wage cut 
and Return to the ten hour- day before 
extra overtime pay. 
"We will place our demand before the 
conference clearly and succinctly" said 
Dennis Lane, secretary treasurer of the 
Butcher Workmens Union and one of 
the two delegates to the conference. 
The other is 'Redmond 
S. Brennan, 
counsel for the union. If they are not 
met the only alternative for us is to 
strike. 
"We are going to ask the conference 


to rule that the packers abrogation of 
the Alschuler 
arbitration 
agreement 


•was illegal. If this is done the recent 
wage cuts and changes in working con- 
ditions effected by the packers are also 
illegal. Before puttkig them into effect 
they must first show their necessity 
before Judge Alschuler." 
Federal Judge Samuel Alschuler was

chosen to handle the 
packing employes disputes under the 
war time agreement.

DURING VOTING 


Plebiscite In Upper Silesia 


Results In Shooting and 
Arrest— Seven Germans 
Charged With Advocating 
Violence. 


Oppeln. Upper Silesia, March 19,— 


Captain Lench, who was an adherent of 
Dr. Wolfgang Kapp during the short 
Jived revolution in Berlin last March, 
and who was head of the press section 
of the foreign office during Dr. Kapp's 
regime, was arrested here yesterday by 
Italian occupation troops. 
It was al- 


leged he was at the head of a military 
organization aiming to uphold German 
claims in Silesia by force, if necessary, 
should the plebiscite on Sunday go in 
favor of the Poles. He was released 
later however, on offering to procure 
proof that he was a reporter for a Ger- 
man newspaper. 
Coincident with the arrest of Captain 
Lench came reports from Gleiwitz that 
two Poles had been shot and killed by 
plebiscite police while urging interfer- 
ence with the plebiscite in favor of 
Poland. 
There 
are 
approximately 
30,000 
troops including a complete French 
division, four battalions of British, two 
Italian battalions and a large number 
of German and Polish police on duty in 
the plebiscite area. Germans complain 
that the border between 
Poland and 
Silesia has been lefv virtually unguard- 
ed, although strictest regulations are 
enforced on the German frontier. It is 
said in French sources that allied offi- 
cials do not expect disorders anywhere, 
with the possible exception of Katto- 
witz and Gleiwitz, which are industrial 
centers, where there are many Polish 
workmen and where national sentiment 
is intense.

confession from Virgil Decker, 18 years 
old, in which he declares that he alone 
was responsible for the death of Leroy 
Lovett, a 19-year-old youth of Elkhart, 
Indiana, .with wnom he had chummed. 
'Decker signed the confession early to- 
day in the presence of Mrs. Moon, her 
husband, three detectives and two War- 
saw citizens. 
Early today Decker 
said 
he had 
struck his chum on the head with an 
iron bar in a cottage on the Tippecanoe 
river, near here, 
while Lovett was 


asle-ep and several hours later returned 
to the cottage with a horse and buggy, 
taking Lovett's unconscious form to a 
nearby railroad crossing where it was 
struck by a train, 
"The devil drove me to it," Decker 


told Sheriff C. B. Moon, after signing 
his confession and would add no other 
explanation. 
He contradicted his pre- 


vious statement that a man named 
"Guy" was with them, finally admit- 
ting he had committed the crime unas- 
sisted. 
. 
He denied that his transfer of his 


own clothing to Lovett's body had been 
part of a plan to collect 
insurance 


totalling nearly 
$30,000, 
payable to 
Fred Decker, his brother in event of 
the death by accident of Virgil Decker. 
In his confession Decker said that 


about 10 a.m. on March 12 last he and 
Lovett arrived at the cottage and short- 
ly after lay down to sleep. Later he 
awoke, his confession said, and "the 
piece of iron you have just shown me 
is the piece which I used to strike Le- 
roy on the head." 
Thinking him dead, Decker said he 


went to the home of his brother and 
returned about 6 o'clock. He said he 
found Lovett on the' floor, 
and 
he 


lifted him, Jed him out of the cottage 
door andjielped him into the buggy." 
' Several times, 
he said, 
he drove 
across the railroad crossing 
nearby, 


trying to make up his mind to leave 
Lovett on the crossing. 
"Finally I saw a train coming from 


the east," he confessed, "and 
drove 


down on the railroad s^rack, unhitched 
the horse, leaving the buggy with Le- 
roy lying in the seat on the track, and 
I ran down the road south in the direc- 
tion the horse went." 
Lovett died later from 
the 
injuries 


which it was at first believed he suf- 
fered only in the railroad crossing ac- 
cident. 
"The reason I placed my suit of over- 


alls and shoes on 
Leroy 
was that I 


thought when the train 
struck 
the 


buggy Leroy would be cut so bad he 
could not be identified and some of my 
clothes would be found on him and 
they 
would think it was 
me. and I 


would have a chance to get away." 
During his incarceration, Mrs. Moon 


also has talked with him. Late yester- 
day Decker requested a Bible. 
Later 


Mrs. 
Moon heard him talking as he 


walked about his cell. She listened and 
heard him quoting the Scriptures. 


"Did you find something to comfort 


you?" she said. 
The boy said he had found some- 


thing very comforting. 
"Are you familiar with the Bible?" 


asked Mrs. Moon. 
Decker replied he could recite many 
passages of scripture and he told her 
of earlier days when he attended church 
regularly. 
"My favorite verse is John, chapter 


3, verse 16." said said he, and quoted: 
" 'For God so loved the world that 


he gave His only begotten son that who 
so ever believeth in Him should not 
perish but have everlasting life.' " 
"Isn't that good," he shouted. 
"It 


makes me feel better already. 
"But, Virgil, if you kep on telling 


lies, don't you know that you will only 
make 
your case 
worse?" suggested 


Mrs. Moon. 
| 
"i'es. I know it, but I have made my 
peace with God, and I'm ready to tell 
all," declared the boy. 
He then gave an account of his trip 


from 
Elkhart, Indiana with Lovett, 


which started Friday night March 11 
anil which, according to the confession, 
ended Saturday morning in a summer 
cottage on the Tippecanoe river with an 
attack" on the Lovett boy.

Chicago, March 19.—Railroad labor 


union officials today planned to bring

WHAT THE SCHOOLS DOXT DO. 


If young people come out of a school 


with their minds so aroused that they 
read the newspapers freely and learn 
what is going on, and if their ambition 
is roused, they can usually be depend- 
ed upon to take their part in the com- 
munity's work. 
If 
the school can 


teach them to co-operate and can in- 
cite their ambition, the boys and girla 
will go ahead. 


When a school 
has 
to get along 


with half 
educated 
and incompetent 


teachers, it usually 
fails to perform 


these functions. 
The children acquire 


easy going habits of working, they get 
the idea that 
they 
can slip along 


through life with tasks 
half 
done. 


They do not concern themselves with 
the problems 
that the community is 


trying to work out. If they read news- 
papers, it is mostly to follow the sport- 
ing news and the crimes and scandals. 


As a result of the unpopularity of 


this noble calling, only one-fifth of the 
public school teachers have now the 
equivalent of a high school couise with 
two years in a normal school, which is 
considered the minimum 
preparation 


required for good school work. 
More 


than 
60,000 
teachers in the schools 


this year are reported as decidedly be- 
low the grade of those who held the 
same places last year. 
And 30,000 


schools were closed because teachers! 
could not be hired. 


How are you going to develop a gen- 


eration that will know anything and 
-t:»dle public affairs with any sense, 
when **&« schools are having such dlf- 


- ficulties? 


Advancing salaries of teachers,- does 


not always bring the desired results, 
because the teacher's profession 
has 


been made unpopular by long years 
of low pay and neglect. The commun- 
ity must get a new point of view to- 
wards its teachers, and see that their 
calling is made attractive in every 
possible way. One feels sure that the 
people of Newark will do their utmost 
to co-operate in this effo.t. 


all kinds of products very extravagant 
ly, and the cost of everything rises be- 
yond all reason.

THE FARMER MILLIONAIRE. 


(Youth's Companion.) 
It is often said that a farmer, par- 


ticularly a farmer on the comparatively 
small and not always fertile farms o'f 
the Eastern States, can never become a 
rich man. It is manifestly true that the 
opportunities for accumulating weath 
from the soil are not what the oppor- 
;umties are in mercantile or manufac- 
turing business in a great city. Trad- 
ng, buying and selling shrewdly, deal- 
ng in money as the farmer deals in 
corn and wheat and potatoes, have al- 


ways bevn 
and 
always 
will b« the 


quickest and 
surest 
ro.uls to riches. 


But now and then something hat-pens 
to dhow us that, «iven 
the 
requisite 


qualities and the necessary detrejuinu- 
tion, a farmer can muko a great deal of 
money. 


The other day a man Uioil at the age 


of SS years in tlw? same Massachusetts 
farmhouse in which he was born ;uul in 
which he had lived all his life. He never 
owned an automobile, never extensively 
"improved" the old farmhouse, seldom 
stayed up later than 9 oVlock at night. 
He ran his farm well, worked hard and 
traded in cattle. 
Until the end, old as 


he was, he bought and sold cows and 
drove them over the road from his Mas- 
sachusetts farm to his pastures in New 
Hampshire. He left an estate of a mil- 
lion and a quarter dollars, a very large 
part of which he gave to his native 
town for public improvements. None of 
his money came through speculation, 
but all of it through hard work, simple 
living, honest and careful trading and 
wise investment in moderately paying 
but sound security. 


Of course not many farmers can ex- 


pect to make so much as a million dol- 
lars. 
Neither can most merchants or 


manufacturers or professional men. 
There is a special gift of money-mak- 


ing, just as there is a special musical 
gift or a special gift of learning for- 
eign languages. Not. everyone is ready 
to make the sacrifices or to exercise the 
self-control that made this man rich, 
but he offers to us all an interesting ex- 
ample of what the practice of thrift, 
aided by sound judgment, can do even 
in circumstances that 
are generally 


called narrow and unpromising.

PROBED BY BUREAU 


Washington, 
March 
19.—Further 


investigations on ventilation of the pro- 
jected Hudson River Vehicular Tun- 
nel between New York City and Xew 
Jersey are being made by the Bureau 
of Mines in cooperation with the tun- 
nel commissions of both states. 
The 


main problem presented is that of ren 
dering the air 
drivers, while hun 
are exhausting gases from their mo- 
tors. 


The Bureau of Mines has built a 


model of the tunnel at Urbana, where 
the University of Illinois is locntecl. and 
js conducting experiments to determine 
the foest method of moving the re- 
quired amount of air through the tun 
nel. 


A number of Yale University stu- 


dents recently volunteered their ser- 
vices in tests to determine the effect of 
the motor gases on the human system. 
Other experiments have been made by 
the Bureau at Pittsburgh to determine 
the amount of air necessary to be mix- 
ed with the gases to render them harm- 
less. 


A final check on all experiments will 


be made at the P.ruceton, Pa., experi-
